Went the other Day down the River, and 
dined with fome Virtuofi Friends at Greenwich. 
The purpofe of the Gentleman, who invited us, 

~ was to entertain us with a fight of that famous 

Cieling in the great Hall at Greenwich Hofpital, 

paiiited by our Ingenious Countryman Mr Thornbill, 

who has executed a great and noble Defign with a 

Mefterly Hand, and uncommon Genius. The Re- 

guiarity, Symmetry, Bolduefs and Prominence of 

the Figures are not’to be defcribed, nor is it in the 

ower of Words to raife too great an Idea of the 

ork. As well as I could comprehend it from fee- 
ingit but twice, —_~ give a plain Account of it. 


[N the middle of the Cieling (which is about 1¢6 
Footiong, and 56F oot wide, and near so Foot 
high) is a very large Oval Frame painted and 
carved in Imitatica of Gold, with 4 great thick- 
nefs rifing in the infide to throw up the Figures to 
the greater h2'gath; the Oval is fattened to a great 
Suffeat adored with Rofe in Imitation of Cop- 
per. The whole is fappurted by eight gigantick 
Figures of Slaves, four oa ach Side, as though 
they were carved ia Stone; between the Figures, 
thrown in Heaps into a coveing, are all manner 
of Maritime Trophies in Metzo-relievo; as An- 
chors, Cables, Rudders, Matts, Sails, Blocks, 
Capftals, Sea-guns, Sea-carriages, Boats, Pinnaces, 
Oars, Stretchers, Colours, Enfigns, Pennants, 
Drums, Trumpets, Bombs, Mortars, {mall Arms, 
Grariadoes, Powder Barrels, Fire Arrows, grapling 
Irons, Crofs Staves, Quadrants, Compaffes, &c. 
All in Stone Colours, to give the greater Beauty to 
the reft of the Cieling which is more fignificant. 
About the Oval in the infide are placed the 
twelve Signs of the Zodiack, the {ix northern Signs, 
as Aries, Taurus, Gemini, Cancer, Leo, Virgo, are 
placed on the North fide of the Oval; and the fix 
Southern Signs, as Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius, Ca- 
pricornus, Aquarius, Pifces, are to the South, with 
three of them in a Groupe which compofe one 
quarter of the Year; the Signs have their Attitudes, 


* and their Draperies are varied and adapted to the 
Seafons they poffefs, as the cool, the blue, and the 
tender green to the Spring, the yellow to the Sum- 
mer, and the red and ftlame-Colour to the Dog Days 
and Aetumnal Seafon, the white andjcold to the 
Winter ; likewifethe Fruits and the Flowers ofevery 
Seafon as they fucceed each other. 

In the middle of the Oval are reprefented King 
Wiliam and Queen. Mary, fitting on a Throne under 
a great Pavilion or Purple Canopy, atteuded by the 
four Cardinal Veriues, as Pradence, Temperance, For- 
titude and Fujtice. 

Over the Queen’s Head is Concord withthe Fafces, 
at her Feet two Doves, denoting mutual Concord 
and innccent Agreement, with Cupid holding the 
King’s Scepter, while heisprefenting Peace withthe 
Lamb and Olive Branch, and Liberty expreffed by the 
Athenian Cap, to Europe, who laying her Crowns at 
his Feet,receives them with an Air of Retpe& and Gra- 
titude.. The King tramples Tyranny under his Feet, 
which is expreft by a French Perlonage, with his Lead- 
en Crown falling off, his Chains, Yoke and Iron 
Sword brokea to pieces, Cardinal’s Cap, triple 
crown’d Mitres, €s¢. tumblingdown. Juftbeneath 
is Time bringing Truth to Light, near which isa Fi- 
gure of Archite€ture, holding a largeDrawing of 
part of tie Hofpital with theCupola, and pointing 
up to the Royal Founders, attended by the little 
Genii of her Art. Beneath her is Wifdom and Heroiek 
Vertue, reprefented by Pallas and Hercules, deftroying 
Ambition, Envy, Covetoufnefs, Detraction,Calumny, 
with other Vices, which feem to fall to the Earth, 
the place of their more natural Abode. 

Over the Royal Pavilion is thewn at agreat heighth 
ee in his Golden Chariot, drawn by four white 

orfes, attended by the Hore, and Morning Dews fal- 
ling before him, going his Courfe through the twelve 
Signs of the Zodiack, and from him the whole Pla- 
fond or Cieling is enlightned. 

Each end of the Cieling is raifed in Perfpeétive, 
with aBalluftrade and Eliptick Arches, fupported dy 
Groupes of Stone Figures, which form a Gallery of

the wholebreadth of the Hali, in the middle of which 
Gallery, (as tho’ on the Stock) going into the up- 
per Hall, is- feen in PerfpeGtive the Tafteril of the 
Bleubeim Man of War, with all her Galleries, Port- 
holes open, 5c. to one fide of which fs a Figure of 
Vidory flying, with Spoils taken from the Enemy, 
and putting them abvard the Englifo Man of War. 
Before the Ship is a figure repretenting the City of 
London, with the Arms, Sword and Cap of Mainte- 
nance, fupported by Tame and Ifis, with other final 
Rivers offering up their Treafures to her. The R 
ver Tine pouring forth Sacks of Coals. !n the 
Gallery oneach fide the Ship arethe Artsand Sciences 
that relateto Navigation, with the great Archimedes, 
many oldPhilofophersconfulting the Compafs, €sc. 
At the other end, as you return out of the Hall, 
is a Gallery in the fame manner, in the middle of 
which is the Stern of a beautiful Galley filled 
with Spanif Trophies. Under which is the 
Humber with his Pigs of Lead: The Severn, with 
the Avon falling into her, with other leffer Ri- 
vers. In the Northend of the Gallery is the fa- 
mous Ticho Brahe, that noble Davifh Knight, and 
great Ornainent of his Profcflion and Human Na- 
ture; near him is Copernicus with his Pythagorean 
Syftem in his Hand; next to him is an old Mlathe- 
matician holding a large Table, and on it are de- 
{cribed two Principal Figures, of the incomparable 
Sir [aac Newton, on which many extraordinary 
things in that Art are built. On the other end of 
the Gallery, to the South, is our learned Mr. Flam- 
fiead, Reg. Afton. Profeil. with his ingenious bi- 
‘Tciple Mr. Tho. W’e/ton, ln Mr. Flam/tead’s Hand 
is a large Scroll of Paper, on which is drawn the 
great Eclipfe of the Sun that will happen on April 
1715; nearhim is an old Man witha Pendu- 
lnm counting the Seconds of Time, as Mr. Flam- 
ftead makes his Obfervations with his great Maral 
Arch and Tube on the Defcent of the Moon on 


the Severn, which at certain timesform facha Role 
of the Tidesasthe Sailors. corruptly call the Higre, 
inftead of the Eager, and is very dangerous tv all 
Ships in its way. This is alfo expreft by Rivers 
tumb!ing down by the Moon’s Influence into the 


Severn. 'n this Gallery are more Arts and Scien- 
ces relating to Navigation. . 

All the great Rivers, at each end of the Hall, 
have their proper produ& of Fith iffaing out of their 
Vafes. vol 

In the four great Angles of the Cieling, which 
are over the Arches of the Galleries, are the four 
Elements, as Fire, Air, Earth and Water, repre- 
fented by Fupiter, Funo, Cybele and Neptune, with 
theic lefler Deities accompanying, as Vulcan, Iris, 
the Fuuni, Agpbitrite, with all their proper Aui- 
tudes, ésc. 

At one end of the great Oval is a large Figure 
of Fame defcending, riding on the Winds, and 
‘fouading forth the Praifes of the Royal Pair. 

All the Sides of the Hall are adorned with flu- 
ted Pillafters, Trophies of Shell, Corals, Pearls; 
the Jambs of the Windows ornamented with Rofes 
impannel’d, or the Opus reticulaminm heightened 
with green Gold. 


The whole raifes in the SpeQator the moft lively 
Images of Glory and Vidtory, and cannot be beheld 
without much Paffion and Emotion. 

N. B. Sit Famés Bateman was the firft Propofer, 
and the firft Benefa@or to this Cicling.
